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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 15, 17-20 and 35-42 are allowed. Applicant cancelled claims 9-14, 
16 and 21-34. The previous Notice of Allowance inadvertently did not recognize claims 
41 and 42 as allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
either alone or in combination, does not disclose nor suggest, a notification interface 
providing a standardized application programming interface for each of multiple entities 
to send notifications to a user of a particular transaction in a coordinated manner, an 
identifier enabling identification of the user and sending the notifications to a router to 
deliver the notifications by consulting preferences set by the user, selecting preferences 
as available and the notifications sent to the user in a coordinated manner, in 
juxtaposition with the other claim language, e.g. claims 38-42.
